ROOSEVELT LAUGHS OFF QUERY 
ABOUT JOHN L. LEWIS’ ATTACK 


Asks Why He Should Discuss Pre- 
diction He’d Be Ignominiously 
Defeated for Third Term.

WASHINGTON, Jap. 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt laughingly evaded 
comment today on the prediction 
of John L. Lewis at the United 
Mine Workers’ convention that he 
would be “ignominiously defeated” 
if the Democratic National Con- 
vention “could be coerced or 
dragooned into renominating him.”

“Lockheed bombers bought by 
the British in America have been 
flying over American soil with for- 
eign crews en route td Botwood, 
New Foundland, whence they are 
flown across the Atlantic Ocean 
to be used on the Western front, 
it was learned today in high army

“The trans-Atlantic flights have 
been going on for some time, as 
weather permits, and will continue 
unti] the entire British order of 
250 has been delivered. 

“This mode of deliver: not only 
is novel but it involves violations 
of the American neutrality law 
which are being winked at. It is 
against the President's general 
neutrality proclamation to permit 
planes ‘piloted by members of the 
armed forces of a belligerent to 
fly over American soil. It is 
against the transfer cf title section 
of the neutrality law to permit 
planes to be flown over the Ca- 
nadian border with either Amer- 
ican or foreign crews aboard.

“The American Government has 
no adequate air patrol to keep 
these things from happening, even 
if it did not wink at the procedure. 

“Bombers, as they are completed 
at the Burbank (Cal.) plant, are 
flown away, nominally, by com- 
pany pilots, but there are French 
crews aboard to “familiarize” them- 
selves with the handling of the 
planes before embarking on the 
perilous trans-Atlantic flight. 

“Naturally, familiarization in- 
cludes the actual piloting of the 
ships and the practice has been to 
fly over a southern route to some 
landing field near a southeastern 
city, load up with the additional 
gasoline necessary for a long flight 
and then hop to Botwood, New 
Foundland, which is the British 
“jump-off place” for Ireland. 

“The planes are then ‘equipped 
with extra gasoline tanks for the 
trans-Atlantic trip and go over in 
groups, as the numbers waiting at 
Botwood and as the weather dic- 
tate. Flying has recently been 
greatly curtailed by the weather 
over the Atlantic.

Wheeler expressed belief “Mr. 
Roosevelt could get the renomina- 
tion,“ that he did not want re- 
nomination; but “if he wants the 
momination he should say so” to 
prevent party injury before the 
Democratic national convention. 

Wheeler did not mention his pos- 
sible Presidential candidacy in his

The manner in which drawings are 
made—or indeed whether the num- 
bers actually are drawn or the win- 
ning lists just made up by the op- 
erators—never is known to the 
Players.

UNION ELECTRIC TURNS 


DOWN ST. CHARLES 


Refuses to Sell Power Whole- 


sale for Redistribution by 
City System. 


The Union Electric Co. refused 


today to supply electricity at whole- 
sale to the City of St. Charles for 
distribution through a municipally- 
owned system, one of the proposals 
submitted to the company by May- 
or Adolph Thro in negotiations 
concerning rates and purchase of 
equipment. 


It was explained by the com- 


pany that it had 660 customers out- 
side the city limits, receiving elec- 
tricity over the same distribution 
system in use in the city, and that 
rates to these customers would 
have to be increased greatly if the 
company lost its patrons in the 
city. 
have set up an arrangement simi- 
lar to one used in Kirkwood, where 
the municipal government 
electricity from the company at 
wholesale rates and sells it in turn 
to property owners.

In reply to another proposal by 


the city of St. Charles, asking for 
a new bid for supplying street 
lighting, the company offered the 
city a rate $1684 a year less than 
now paid.

service for $6753 a year. 


The company also had been

poles and cross-arms from which 
the lights are suspended.

“He never so- 
licited me, did not induce me to 
buy it in any way. I think I asked 
him if the stock was a good in- 
vestment and he answered that it 
was, then I went to his office and 
made the transaction through a 
woman there. 
transaction I ever had with Mr. 
Murphy was when I bought a 
church bond from him; I don’t re- 
member the particulars. I got a 
$37 dividend on the Real Estate 
Equity stock not long after I 
bought it and still have my six 
shares.” 

Miss Ferner, 2813 North Kings- 
highway, the telephone operator 
at the board offices, said she 
sought out Murphy to make her 
purchase and that this was her 
only deal with him. Dividends 
have been paid her regularly, she 
added, but she could not recall 
the amounts. 

The view that it was “hardly 
right for Murphy to be selling se- 
curities to board employes” was ex- 
pressed by Miss Ferner, but she in- 
sisted that she was well satisfied 
with her investment. 

Assistant Superintendent a Buyer. 

Miss Gecks, assistant superin- 
tendent, who resides at the Coro 
nado Hotel, said she had 
nothing on her investment and 
had disposed of several of her 
shares. 

A purchase of stock was made 
from a real estate concern, not 
from Murphy, by Mrs. Rosalie 
Greffet, 1830 Union boulevard, it 
was related by her daughter, Miss 
Marie Greffet, a teacher at Special 
School No. 12. The daughter said 
dividends had been paid every 
March, but she did not know how 
much; she considered the invest- 
ment “very sound” and wished some 
of the other stocks her mother had 
bought were as good. 

Schaefer, 5626 Highland avenue, 
could not recall from whom he 
bought his stock, about 1937, but was 
sure it was not Murphy. The next 
year, he said, deciding to “get out 
from under,” he sold the shares for 
par. 

Murphy sold Linnemeyer, the dis- 
charged plumbing superintendent, 
his stock about 1936 or 1987, said 
Linnemeyer, 3225 Greer avenue, He 
asserted Murphy did not “solicit” 
him or apply pressure and that he 
had no other deals with Murphy. 
Although he received dividends for 
several years—he did not recollect 
the amounts—he said he got none 
last year.

DEVICE PROMISES 
PLANE SPEED OF 
500 MILES AN. HOUR 


Michigan Professor’s Invention 
Said to Treble Lifting 
Power of Wings. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (AP).—The 
successful conclusion of a 10-year 
search for a means of trebling the 
lift of airplane wings—and thereby 
open the way to increased speed— 
was announced today by Prof. E. A. 
Stalker, head of the department 
of aeronautical engineering at the 
University of Michigan. 5 
In a paper prepared for the an- 
nual meeting of the Institute of the 
Aeronautical Sciences, Prof. Stalk- 
er described a system which. per- 
mits a reduction in an airplane’s 
wing area by two-thirds. 

As à result, he said, the speed 
of a plane having a top rating of 
400 miles an hour could be boosted 
to about 500 miles an hour. 

Used without a reduction in wing 
area, the Stalker invention would 


reduce the landing speeds of air- 


planes almost by half. 

His device, he told the institute, 
permits high rates of climb and 
low speeds of descent without the 


usual danger ‘of losing lateral con- 
trol, : 


Prof. Stalker achieved a 300 per 
cent increase in the lifting capacity 
of wings by sucking the dead air 
off the top surface and permitting 
live air to flood the space it occu- 
pied. Dead air clings to the upper 


surface of a wing, covering about 


one-half the wing area. 


He sucked off the dead air with 


a centrifugal blower communicat- 
ing with a na~row slit in the wing 
surface about 7 per cent back from 
the leading ed; v. 

Such air, re-energized by the 
blower, can be hosed out of. the 
trailing edge ad give a plane a 
further increase in speed.

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NEW DEAL ‘RAGAPOT 


Congressman Declares it Has 
Doubled Debt and Re- 
tarded Recovery. 


The New Deal, after seven years 
of “crack-pot” experimentation, has 
succeeded only in doubling the na- 
tional debt and retarding recovery 
by excessive taxation, burdensome 
governmental interference and reg- 
ulation of industry and open com- 
petition with private enterprise, 
Congressman Dewey Short declared 
last night at a dinner meeting of

Unprecedented Arctic War Fought 
In 20-Hour Night at 40 Below Zero 


Major Conflict Never 


North—Soviet Device Explodes Mines 
Ahead of Tanks. 


Before Waged So Far 


THE 
LAND FORCES, Jan. 25 (Delayed) 
HIS is an unprecedented and 
T almost unbelievable war. It is 
unprecedented because it is a 
war above 69 degrees latitude — 
nearly on a line with the virtually 
uninhabited, uppermost tip of Alas- 
ka and much farther north than 
man has ever previously engaged in 
a major conflict. 

It is well-nigh incredible because, 
for 20 out of every 24 hours it is a 
war in the dark. Never before have 
thousands of men attempted to con- 
quer simultaneously both their ad- 
versaries and the fierce Arctic win- 
ter as they have been doing here 
for nearly two months. Tempera- 
tures now average close to 40 de- 
grees below zero. Even Jules 
Verne never dreamed of Arctic 
winters like this. 

But tonight a full moon bathes 
the snowy wastes and stunted 
firs which monopolize this cor- 
ner of the world’s lookout. The 
thin scrub pines cast zebra stripes 
across the snow. We stand among 
them on the ridge. Beside us Fin- 
nish machine guns point their 
black beaks horizontally above the 
stream and bridge just below us 
and straight across a quarter of a 
mile of open ground which 18 
thickly spiked with fresh stumps 
of trees. They point at the woods 
where the Russians used to be be- 
fore they hastily withdrew back up 
the Petsamo road to Lake Hoyhen 
and beyond. 


10 Miles of Wilds. 


We face a 10-mile stretch of wild- 
erness which has been no-man’s 
land since Christmas. Several 
miles behind it lies the village of 
Nautsi.. From there it is 280 miles 
south to Rovaniemi, Lapland’s cap- 
ital, though we thought Rovan- 
iemi pretty far north when we left 
there at 3 o’clock in the morning. 

It is after 6 o’clock in the eve- 


ning. Suddenly a dozen white- 
garbed figures appear on the crest 
of the hill where it dips down to 
the bridge. They dig their ski 
sticks into the roadbed and slide 
into formation, Indian file. Each 
wears a white hood pulled over his 
army fur cap. Each carries a rifle 
slung across his bdck and a knife 
at his belt. They wait for a mo- 
bent. A word of command, and 
they speed down the slope across 
the bridge; then up the other in- 
cline, and along the road. 

We watch the Finnish skiers 
glide swiftly over the clearing and 
disappear with the road into the 
forest of no-man’s land. They will 
not stick to the road for long. They 
are going behind the Russian lines; 
maybe 20 or 30 miles behind the 
lines in a single night. Or perhaps 
this is a patrol which will be gone 
for 10 days or two weeks, like 
those who go across the Russian 
frontier. All the real fighting 
goes on at night,” an officer tells 
me. I am still amused by the fact 
that the last man in the line 
clinched a half-smoked cigar in his 
teeth as he set off. A few more 
puffs were still safely possible. 
Russians Carry Skis 

Here, the Russians also make 
their share of sallies, but they come 
on the road because they scarcely 
know the first thing about skis. 
“When they have skis, they usually 
walk along the road carrying 
them,” Jaughs the officer. “Last 
night, 50 Reds came with two tanks. 
They only reached our first patrol 
and most of them were killed. The 
tanks were partly disabled, but the 
survivors managed to take them 
back.” 

“Luckily it is not cold tonight,” 
a Finn remarked. I asked what the 
temperature was. “Only 30 degrees 
below,” he said; “yesterday it was 
35 all day.” 

Inside a nearby soldiers’ tent 
those of us who were neophytes in 
the Arctic warmed our feet. The

Wants Negro on School Board. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WANT to commend you for the excel- 

lent job you are doing in helping the 
citizens regain possession of our public 
school system. The position you have as- 
sumed, editorially and otherwise, on the 
problem now before us, has the effect of 
lifting journalism to a new and higher 
place as a force for social betterment. 

It is my hope that in the reorganiza- 
tion of our public school system, some 
very concrete things will be done to im- 
prove the Negro schools. That Negro 
children are faced with special problema, 
which the schools are not now prepared 
to meet, anyone familiar with Negro life 
in St. Louis will easily recognize. The 
Strayer report spoke sharply about the 
woeful disparity between the Negro's 
need for vocational adjustment and the 
vocational training offered in the Negro 
schools. My position at the Urban League 
enables me to know first-hand how true 
this is. 

In transportation and communication, 
and in manufacturing and mechanical in- 
dustries, where 58 per cent (1930 census) 
of the male Negro workers are engaged, 
year by year Negroes are being pushed 
out by labor-saving devices. Technologi- 
cal improvements play unusual havoc 
with them because they are concentrated 
in the unskilled processes of these basic 
industries—they are, so to speak, right in 
the path of the machine’s onward march. 

Furthermore, when 26 per cent of the 
male and 79 per cent of the female work- 
ers of any group are found in domestic 
and personal service, and especially in 
an industrial center like St. Louis, one 
needs no better indicator of the economic 
and vocational problems that group is up 
against. 

The possibilities of Negro workers 
finding employment in the great clerical 
and semi-skilled fields (the only two to 
expand during the past decade) are de- 
cidedly too near mythical. This is why 
Grace Wiles found such poverty-ridden 
Negro people in St. Louis County’s “No 
Man's Land.“ This is why Negro work- 
ers are on WPA and home-relief out of 
all sensible and just proportions. 

And yet there is not a single Negro on 
any of the following policy-making or ad- 
ministrative bodies to interpret, as he 
alone can, the problems of these people: 
The State Social Security Board and its 
administrative staff, the State and local 
WPA staff and, most important of all 
from the standpoint of the future, the 
local Board of Education and its ad- 
ministrative staff. 

The

MR. HULL HAS A WORD FOR rr. 
he British Government is exceedingly slow to 


comprehend that the American people want the sein- 


ure and censorship of American mail upon the high 
seas ended. Nor does it seem able to understand that 
we will not tolerate discriminatory treatment of our 
shipping in neutral zones. “Stupidity” is the word 
which Secretary Hull is said to have employed in 
his personal protest to the British Ambassador, and 
it is none too strong. . : 

Secretary Hull pointed out, in his last note that 
mall in transit on American or neutral ships plying 
between American and neutral European ports has 
been systematically violated; that American ships 
halted and searched for contraband have been held 
an average of three times as long as Italian ships, 
and that on at least two occasions American ships 
have been forced to enter control ports within the 
war tone in plain contradiction of the provisions of 
the revised Neutrality Act. The first two of these of- 
fenses clearly violate The Hague convention. 

If America were an inferior Power, such affronts 
might be more understandable, although no more 
defensible. But, as Maj. George Fielding Eliot point- 
e out in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, the United 
States is now the world’s No. 1 sea Power. 

It hardly becomes England, as the beneficiary of 
American foreign policy, to force us to take positive 
measures to protect our rights on the neutral seas. 
Consider the benefits England has‘ received and is 
receiving from our foreign policy. 

Before the war began, President Roosevelt used 
various pointed gestures and pressures to try to 
keep Germany from precipitating the conflict. De- 
tention of the Bremen, to mention only one act, was 
patently for the purpose of embarrassing the Nazi 
Government as it moved toward war with England 
and France. 

Since the war started, our economic policy has been. 
shaped so as to give maximum aid to the Allies in 
every way short of an obvious breach of neutrality. 
Revision of the neutrality law, after war broke out, 
was considered by some authorities to have been an 
unneutral act. Yet we went to that length in order 
that the Allies could avail themselves of planes and 
munitions manufactured in this country and thus 
overcome the superior preparedness of Germany. 

We have favored British shipping by permitting 
armed Allied merchant vessels to enter our harbors, 
while refusing entrance to belligerent submarines. 

We have favored British and French imports by 
not putting into effect the countervailing duties au- 
thorized against goods from nations which resort to 
barter and blocked exchange, as England and France 
have done on a wholesale scale since the war began. 

We have favored British imports by letting the 
trade concessions granted under the reciprocal trade 
pact remain in force, although the 15 per cent drop 
in the value of the British pound has, presumably, 
fully canceled out the concessions granted on our 
own exports, 

The British Empire benefits by more than $300,- 
000,000 annually on its production of new gold, due 
to the artificially high price we have paid for gold 
since January, 1934. If this policy has any justifica- 
tion in its international aspect, it is as a trade bounty 
to gold-producing nations. The British Empire is 
the only such foreign Power of importance. 

In spite of all these things—and the list could be 
expanded—England persists in a policy which is 
abundantly susceptible of alienating American sym- 
pathies. Remembering that we did not enforce our 
protests of offenses against our shipping and our 
mails in the last war, Britain thinks that the pro- 
tests may again be ignored. 

The British are guilty of the gravest folly in think- 
ing that they can take America for granted. This 
is 1940, not 1916. The benefits that Britain is reap- 
ing from American foreign policy are the measure of 
the penalties which can be employed to bring the 
British to their senses.

Encouraged by the recent 5-to-4 ruling of the ICC, 
which broke the jam and lowered freight rates from 
5 to 35 per cent on a dozen Southern products, Dem- 
ocratic leaders of the South are coming out for a 
freight-rate parity plank in their party’s national 
The Georgia delegation to the Democratic 
convention is already committed to work for such 
a plank, and individual leaders from other states, 
including Arkansas, are seeing the issue in terms 
of definite party action. : 

This was inevitable. When the country, acting 
through Congress, applied a national wage-hour 
law to the lower-paid industries of the South, an 
adjustment of the freight-rate tariff against South- 
ern goods became a national obligation. One of the 
justifications for lower wage scales in the South has 
been the necessity for offsetting the higher transpor- 
tation costs with cheaper labor. Many an advocate 
of the wage-hour law recognized this and pledged 
himself to work for a lowering of the trade barrier 
along the Mason and Dixon line.

EOPLE who quote adages and epigrams 
Pare apt to be bores. But there’s a sen- 

tence in Genesis which calls up a train 
of pictures in my mind: “There were giants 
in the earth in those days.” 

I see a tall, gaunt figure with lined and 
careworn face turning from the speaker’s 
platform at Gettysburg—sad because of the 
silence which followed his brief words, not 
understanding that his hearers were too 
moved for applause: 

“It is rather for us to be here dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us, that 
from these honored dead we take increased 
devotion to that cause for which they gave 
their last full measure of devotion .. that 
government of the people, by the people and 
for the people shall not perish from the 
earth.” 

I see another figure in greatcoat and tri- 
corn hat, pausing at the bivouac fires of 
Valley Forge in that bitter winter to cheer 
his ragged, frozen, starved and unpaid mi- 
litia. The lines of care and anxiety on his 
face cannot hide its dignity, courage and the 
strength of an iron will. He it was who, 
when appointed to command the Continenal 
Army, refused any recompense, saying: 

*. . „ Mo pecuniary consideration could 
have tempted me to accept this arduous em- 
ployment at the expense of my domestic 
ease and happiness, nor could I wish to 


make any profit from it.”

I see- old Daniel Webster, putting away 
forever his lifelong hope of serving the 
United States in its highest executive office 
and standing up in Congress to fight for 
the compromise which postponed the Civil 
War for 25 years: 

“When my eyes shall behold, for the last 
time, the sun in heaven, may I not see him 
shining on the fragments of a once glorious 
Union; on states dissevered; a land drenched 
with fraternal blood. . . but rather behold 
the glorious emblem of the Republic and 
blazing from all its folds that sentiment dear 
to every American heart—liberty and union, 
now and forever, one and inseparable.” 

‘I see Daniel Boone, the tall buckskin-clad 
woodsman, leading a band of settlers west 
along the Wilderness Trace, ever alert for 
the dangers that lurked in each mile of for- 
est. It was his firm belief that he was “or- 
dained by God to open up the wilderness” — 


but not for profit, And Kit Carson, guiding 


Fremont to the Pacific, a man of such 
courage and skill that a whole literature 
grew about him in his lifetime—of such 
modesty that in his brief biography a para- 
graph suffices to recount accomplishments 
to which his companions devoted volumes in 
their journals. 

One thing these great Americans had in 
common, and it serves to hold up for closer 
inspection a popular conception of our own 
time. Not one of these, nor of many an- 
other whose name might be added to the 
Ust, was motivated by the desire for per- 
sonal gain. Yet today it is axiomatic that 
all initiative; all expenditures of effort, all 
progress are solely based upon and inspired 
by the profit motive—that cash is the true 


“giants” in the national life as in early years of the Republic. 
, ity®and in leadership in high places. That 


this failure exists is shown nowhere more 
plainly than in the attitude of the man in 
the street toward those from whom he has 
the right to expect the qualities of charac- 
ter, personal integrity, unselfishness, hon- 
esty and straight thinking which constitute 
leadership. 

Of the lawyer he says, shyster”; of the 
business man and banker, “a _ chiseler”; 
of the politician, “a crook”; of the labor 
leader, “a racketeer.” And to whom can 
the average citizen look for leadership 
if not to these?

It is, unfortunately, not enough that some, 
or even the majority, of these men be hon- 
est. Nor is it enough to say that only a few, 
living on the fringes of society, depart frem 
the standards of personal integrity and re- 
sponsibility to the community. For today 
we constantly find it necessary to institute 
criminal prosecution and jail men in the 
highest positions—heads of great universi- 
ties, internationally respected bankers who 
gamble with trust funds, heads of giant cor- 
porations, labor leaders who exploit both 
union, and employer, politicians who rule 
whole states. 

It is naive indeed to suppose that these 
men can perpetrate their crimes without the 
connivance or deliberate help of associates 
and underlings, and so the responsibility 
spreads in ever widening circles. 

Somewhere along the way, here in Ameri- 
ca, we've made a ghastly failure We have 
failed to teach the value of common honesty 
and fair dealing as basic principles for liv- 
ing. We have failed to create a deep un- 
derlying pride in personal integrity. We 
have failed to instill in the minds of our 
citizens a true understanding of and be- 
lief in the democratic ideal and of the re- 
sponsibility which rests upon every citizen 
for making that ideal work. We have failed 
to create a true understanding of the cardi- 
nal underlying concepts of democracy 
liberty, equality, fraternity. 


For these we have substituted a cheap 
morality; a spirit of cynicism toward re- 
ligion and the virtues it teaches, toward 
government and its responsibilities; a policy 
of “laissez-faire” in business. And

RUSSIAN QUARTETS PLAYED 
BY CHAMBER MUSIC GROUP 


Guidi-Steindel Ensemble Also 
Heard in Oboe Quintet By Ar- 
nold Bax. 


For its second in a series of four 
chamber musig concerts illustrat- 
ing “National Traits,” the Guidi- 


Steindel quartet last night at the 
Sheldon Auditorium played works 
of two Russians, Tschaikowsky and 
Glazounow, and the London-born 
but characteristically Irish Arnold 
Bax. 
It was the Bax Oboe Quintet, in 
which the regular members of the 
ensemble were joined by Pierre 
Mathieu, oboist of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, that proved 
most unsual. Irish in all three 
movements, it first suggests the 
mystery and -grandeur of early 
Irish history, then such lyrical 
pathos as 1s contained in the “Lon- 
dondery Air“ and finally breaks 
out in a lively section not unlike 
an Irish dance tune. The dom- 
inating role of the oboe seemed 
highly appropriate in the first and 
last movements but almost unnec- 
essary in the middle part. 
The Tschaikowsky String Quar- 
tet, Opus 11, from which comes 
the familiar Andante Cantabile,” 
was an exemplary presentation of 
Russian music and gave the au- 
dience an opportunity of hearing 
the “Andante” played with a con- 
trast and graciousness that are not 
possible when it is excised from 
this natural setting. The Glazou- 
now Quartet, Opus 15, is not so 
much an illlustration of Russian 
composition as of Russian treat- 
ment of Spanish, Oriental, Hun- 
garian and other motifs. Espe- 
cially appealing was the third of 
the five “novelettes” it contains, 
a sonorous “Interlude in Antique 
Mode.”

NAMING OF VATICAN ENVOY 
DENOUNCED BY LUTHERANS 


National Council Condemns Roose- 
velt’s Act as Against Separa- 
ation of Church and State. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 26 (AP). — The 
National Lutheran Council, which 
has the support of 7000 Lutheran 
churches in the United States, yes- 
terday, condemned President Roose- 
velt’s appointment of a diplomatic 
representative at the Vatican. 
A resolution adopted at the an- 
nual meeting of the council termed 
the appointment of Myron C. Tay- 
lor a “violation of the best Amer- 
ican tradition and contrary to the 
fundamental principle of the sepa- 
ration of church and state.” 
Members of the council voted to 
raise $500,000 for the relief of mem- 
bers of their church and for mis- 
sions in the European war zone. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan 26 (AP).— 
Methodist Bishop James Cannon 
Jr. said today he had sent a mes- 
sage to the Federal Council of 
Churches declaring the council 
“cannot presume to represent either 
American or world Protestantism 
to the extent indicated” by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's peace efforts. The 
message said the President's pro- 
posals. would involve “ultimately 
and inevitably relations of church 
and state to an unpredictable de- 
gree.

Although I 
have memorized my talk, I have 
lapses of memory and cannot re- 
member all of it. Sometimes my 
mind goes blank, and I just stand 
there, petrified with fear. Dr. 
Crane, my eareer demands that I 
learn how to stand up before peo- 
ple and gracefully make a talk. 
Can you please give me some short- 
cuts by which I can attain that 
goal?”

DIAGNOSIS: Every beginner 
is embarrassed and fearful when 
he first tackles the job of per- 


forming in public. Take heart, 
therefore, by remembering that the best orators in the world 


have been timid, blushing failures at the start. Just remember 
stuttering, introvertive Demosthenes. 


Besides, there is no royal road to platform poise. You 
gain that assurance just as you gain skill and confidence as a 
swimmer; namely, by repeated practice sessions. 


I believe it was Arnold Bennett who said a tyro writer 
must not expect to attain literary success until he has written 
1,000,000 words. This output represents the contents of about 
20 modern novels. Until you have addressed maybe 100 audiences 
of various sorts, you need not expect to be perfectly poised and 
proficient on the public platform. 


But there are several shortcuts which will speed up your 
success. If you cultivate people and extrovert yourself so 
that you are at ease in a crowd, this social poise will partially 
carry over to your public platform situation. A shy, blush- 
ing introvert will obviously suffer more torment on the stage 
than a self-sufficient, social creature. 


Take courage, too, by the fact that you feel about 10 times 
as nervous as you look. Your heart may be racing and you 
may feel like dying, but the audience will not know this ex- 
cept as it sees perspiration on your brow, or your trembling 
hands. 


. 


AT THE OUTSET, hold your hands behind you, or seize 
the edeges of the pedestal top, or grasp your music or lecture 
notes in both hands and gently pull in opposite directions. This 
maneuver will drain off your nervous tension and steady your 
hands so you will at least look poised and calm. 

Be sure to practice until your voice is loud enough to be 
heard on the rear rows. A feeble voice is one of the first signs 
of an amateur. Practice shouting until the sound of your own 
voice doesn’t terrify you. That was one of the virtues in De- 
mosthenes’ technique when he orated against the noise of the 
waves along the seaside. : 

And work up an anecdotal type of address. Inject as much 
narration as possible into your speeches. Stories are easy to 
tell and interesting to listen to. Most people have at least fair 
ability in recounting stories» Make sure your anecdotes are 
relevant and capable of advancing your thought steadily for- 

ward. To give a scholarly flavor, quote some distinguished in- 
dividual, past or present, as your opening, much ag the clergy- 
man takes his text from the Bible.

scriptions of parents made help- 

less by any one of the unend- 
ing list of charges brought against 
willful youth, a letter in my mail 
this morning almost made me turn 
to the postmark, to see if the date 
might not be that of a century 
ago! The writer is a “5-year-old 
girl who complains that every time 
a letter comes ta the house ad- 
dressed to her, her father insists 
upon reading it. On occasion, 
when the mail arrives in his pres- 
ence, he even opens and reads her 
letter before handing it to her. 
“It isn’t that I object to his see- 
ing what my friends have written,” 
she says, “but it’s so humiliating to 
be suspected this way.” 


As I have already said, the let- 
ter is so far behind the modern pic- 
ture that one would have to go 
to another age—or at least to an- 
other country—to match it. It may 
be, of course, that her father has 
cause which he at least believes 
justifies his behavior. And I can 
hardly take it upon myself to agree 
with a child that her father’s be- 
havior is wrong! 


On general principles, however, 
I can certainly say that the higher 
our social training, the more fastidi- 
ous our taste, the more exacting 
are we to our right to privacy. Only 
in prison or under the exactions 
of the censorship of war is viola- 
tion of privacy excusable. Even 
a very young child learns to respect 
the rights of others through hav- 
ing his own rights acknowledged 
and respected. A child too young 
to read should be asked, “May I 
read this to you?” One old enough 
to read, reads whatever is sent 
him. According to the code of a 
thoroughbred “May I read it?” 
is as far as authority goes!

Acne Care 


By Patricia Lindsay 


HE adolescent girl (and boy) 

who is the victim of acne, must 

face a rigid health routine if 
the undesired skin condition is to 
be corrected. No jar of ointment 
will banish the blemishes, and no 
amount of makeup will hide them. 
It takes will power and a knowl- 
edge of the sane health rules to 
clear the skin and restore the fresh, 
lovely texture which young faces 
should have. 


Some children escape the acne 
stage entirely and others are trou- 
bled by it for as many as five years. 
It appears in the early teens and 
should be sensibly treated from the 
start. 


Many physicians (who are not 
skin specialists) dismiss this par- 
ticular skin problem as something 
which will pass in time. But they 
know, and many mothers know 
after it is too late, that sometimes 
acne does not disappear with time. 
It may hang on and destroy the 
skin texture and leave unlovely 
marks and enlarged pores in its 
wake. 


There is an existing argument 
that acne is a local infection. 


Some doctors claim that a pore be- 
comes infected and the infection 
travels about the face unless great 
precaution is practiced. Other phy- 
sicians claim that acne is a blood 
condition. 

Not being a physician, I cannot 
argue for either opinion. But I 
can report on a sane treatment 
which has. helped to correct acne 
conditions and has been known to 
cure when other treatments have 
failed. 
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AS ALL ADOLESCENTS are ad- 
dicted to silly eating habits it be- 
hooves mothers to correct their diets 
at once. Many raw fruits and veg- 
etables should be eaten, the juices 
of fruits and vegetables, only 
whole grain cereals, honey in place 
of sugar, or raw sugar, yolks of 
eggs in preference to whole eggs, 
rich milk if the child is not al- 
lergic to milk, nuts in limited 
quantity, no meats for a period of 
three months if possible. If the 
child is desperately fond of meat, 
or is growing very fast, lean meats 
such as roasted lamb, broiled lamb 
chops, roasted fowl and calf’s or

sauces and dressings must be 
avoided, All candy, all sodas, 
sundaes, cookies and pastries are 
strictly taboo.

During that three-month pe- 
riod they should sleep nine to 10 
hours each night with a regular 
bed hour. Every day they should 
exercise out in the open air or walk 
for three miles, dressed warmly if 
they live in a cold climate. 

Fastidious care should be taken 
of their bodies. The scalp and hair 
should be kept very clean through 
regular shampoos and daily cleans- 
ings with a corrective tonic. Faces 
must be washed with a bland soap 
and water, rinsed well with warm 
and cold water. If an infected 
pimple opens, or must be opened, 
diluted antiseptic should be applied 
at once, not only to the pimple but 
to surrounding area to prevent 
the infection from spreading. Un- 
less prescribed by a skin specialist, 
no creams or lotions should be 
used, 

See that the child gets as much 
sunshine on the blemished skin as 
is possible and if the condition per- 
sists after three months of this 
routine do seek ithe advice of the 
best physician available.

A graph showed that placements 
during 1939 began soaring with the 
approach of March and continued 
with little variation until July when 
there was a seasonal decline. The 
following month an upward trend 
began again, continued through the 
autumn, culminating in the record 
month of November, when 3066 per- 
sons were successfully placed. So 
far this year jobs obtained are run- 
ning about 100 per cent better than 
for corresponding weeks last Jan- 
uary, reflecting continuous business 
improvement. 

“Other factors in our success,” 
said Kammerer, “are that employ- 
ers and unemployed are growing 
more familiar with and gaining 
confidence in the system and fa- 
cilities offered here, and the 
consistent public relations program 
we conduct. Our interviewers and 
placement people are out in the 
field all the time visiting industrial 
plants in order to become better 
acquainted with processes and types 
of workers needed. Our salesmen 
call regularly on employers large 
and small. We issue a semi-month- 
ly news sheet, listing qualified 
workers “at liberty” in all fields. 
This goes to a mailing list of 7800 
employers and brings results. We 
are particularly pleased with the 
large number of skilled technical 
workers placed and the good show- 
ing of our Negro branch, 3000 
Locust street, where 4520 men and 
women found employment last 
year, 

“Business men,” he continued,

“And we have some peculiar 
ones,” said Norman Ulbricht, pub- 
lic relations man, who took up the 
tale at Kammerer’s suggestion. 
“Recently a St. Louis housewife 
called up to inquire if we could 
produce a butler with an English 
accent. Butlers are not particular- 
ly numerous in the Midwest. We 
raked the files of our service de- 
partment listing housemen, found a 
few had been in the butling game, 
called them in for accent tests. Not 
one with a ‘Yes, m’lud’ accent 
turned up. We sent out a clear- 
ance order and promptly the New 
York placement office produced 
just what was wanted. In manner, 
appearance and accent, he would 
have done credit to Arthur Treach- 
er at his movie best.

Last and most grati- 
fying part of the procedure is 
when an order from an employer 
comes just fitting the qualifications 
of the applicant and she is handed 
a letter commending her to the em- 
ployer. In real life this -happy 
conclusion .would in all probability 
come some time later. In the mean- 
time, she would have to report peri- 
odically to the employment office 
or risk being dropped from the 
active list. 

In the meantime, too, if the ap- 
plicant is eligible for unemployment 
compensation, having been em- 
ployed a certain length of time by 
a concern insured under the Mis- 
souri Unemployment Compensation 
Law, she would go to an office in 
this same building, register her 
social security number and file a 
claim for the benefit-to which she 
is entitled. Only recently the Re- 
organization Act of Congress con- 
solidated Government placement 
and benefit programs and provided 
that wherever possible they be ad- 
ministered under the same roof, 
So the worker who is insured un- 
der the unemployment compensa- 
tion laws comes to the local em- 
ployment office for both assistance 
in finding another job and benefits 
to tide him over the period be- 
tween jobs.

A virile 
female lays between 40 and 70 
eggs (this estimate from Major E. 
E. Austen and A. W. McKenny 
Hughes, British Museum of Natur- 
al History). The eggs hatch in 
from eight to 10 days. 

The larva begins to feed as soon 
as it is hatched. Its skin is trans- 
lucent, so it takes on the color of 
whatever it feeds on. It does not 
show white against black. It spins 
a fine veil over fself, however, 
and it is this veil which the house- 
wife sees when she opens a trunk 
o 1 closet. * * 

Contrary to a popular belief, the 
larva will eat wool or fur and not 
necessarily food remnants on 
clothes. 

Since the larvae can survive for 
a year or more in a state of hiber- 
nation without food, it is not pos- 
sible to starve them out as we can 
other varmints. There are, how- 
ever, many ways of combating this 
pest. The best is temperature. 
They cannot endure low tempera- 


tures and, therefore, the best way 


to protect furs is to put them in 
cold storage. Even better than cold 
temperatures, are sudden changes 
of temperature, 

A chemical for destroying the 
moth is flaked naphthalene. It kills 
by means of its fumes so that 
naphthalene scattered on the floor 
and shelves of a closet will do dam- 
age so long as it is understood that 
a closet is closed up.
